Ethiopia  has  been  accu,<!ed  of  slavery  by  Italy, 
and  she  does  not  deny  It  because  It  Is  a  fact.  In 
this  reapect.  Sir  Edward  Origg.  who  waa  Governor 

of  Kenya  from  1925  to  1030.  tells  of  raids  made 
by  the  Ethiopians  for-  the  purpose  of  gettlnf 
alavea.  He  aiya  thai  when  he  waa  Oovemor  all 
the  trlbe.s  along  the  northern  frontier  of  Kenya 
were  disarmed  with  the  promise  of  simultaneous 
disarmament  oh  tihe  Ethiopian  aide.  The  lattier 
Government,  however,  failed  to  carry  out  Its  con- 
tract. The  slave  raids  by  Ethiopian  freebooters 
continued,  and,  following  proteata,  the  Ethiopian 
Oovernmcnt  paid  to  Kenya  a  .stim  of  £21.000  In 
compensation  for  raids  dating  back  to  1915.  Fur- 
ther Hdds,  however,  occurred. 

The  Ethiopian  Oovernmcnt  maintains  slavery 
as  an  institution.  It  does  nothing  to  discourage 
a  steady  trafRc  ih  slaves  between  Ethiopia  and 
Arabia.
